TrainiDg Home for Women Workers at Clapton. The workers, wbo are 
drawn from every class of society, are here given a year of hard teach- 
ing. The first lesson inculcated is to sacrifice self. "If you bavo any 
personal ambitions left," they are told, "you must sacrifice tbem, or you 
had better go out of this work, your only hope in dealing witii the 
women you have to work amongst is by proving to tbem by your daily 
lives tbat no personal ambitions, no hope of profit, nothing or the kind 
influences you. They must see taat you are giviDg yourselves willing- 
ly for tbem. That will be one weapon over them." 

Tills 13 uot an naay iesEon to iearn. Otner lessons come after it of 
a very prosaic character. The would-be Officer is given courses in cut- 
ting out garments. In cooking, in laundry worir, anj the lilte. The girl 
who comes witii her bead in the clouds is pulled sharply to earth by 
practical instruction in serving a meal for a number of people, so tbat 
nil will be served to tbe best advantage, in tbe leasi lime, and in the 
most palatable and economical way. The vast majority of tbe candi- 
dates quickly recognize the necessity o£ such knowledge and discipline. 
Here and there one hesitates. "Why should I toil ovcr ltsis fi " c iron - 
Ing ?" one Cadet asked. "Can I not raise women without this V "You 
have to learn it thoroughly, so tbat you can teach ihem to earn their liv- 
ing by it." 

"I like Spiritual work," said another. "Why should I learn to scrub 
a floor V Her teacher took the brush away. "Certainly, if you do not 
feel the scrubbing to be Spiritual work, you ought noi to do it." 

Tbla Is a very bard level, and none but tbe soul that has risen above 
self can attain to It. The woman who successfully passes through the 
course must have a very real spirituality, anil by her traininc she ac- 
quires the highest practical efficiency. She comes out from it, no seng£ 
mentalist, and no dreamer, but one who knnws what she is aimine ai, 
und bow to reach her aim. She is tausbt how to deal with women us 
they are, she is warned of the pitfalls and the problems that will face 
her, and she is given the combined experience of hundreds or success- 
ful workers who have gone before. Tben she is sent off, maybe to a 
London slum, a noisy street in Glasgow, or 10 a strange kind at ilit eud 
or the earth, to save her sisters. 

How the Fallen arc Dealt with. 

One part of this training consists of residence in a Sium Cliadel. 
A iiiinrl r,f wr.men live together, uader 3n experienced Officer, and spend 
their days visiting the poorest, nursins Hie sick, washing tbe neglected, 
cleaning homes helping children, praying, scrubbing floors, teaching a 
mother bow to nurse her baby, stepping ir. t-etw»>3 a drnsken father 
and bis children, or going into a puhiic-iouse to speak a word for 
Jcau3 Christ. 

How are tbe women who have fallen dealt with ? II is not always 
their own fault tbal they have stumbled; evea where it was, they often 
had terrible temptations. When they come to Tbe Army to help them 
their physical wants have to be attended to. and care has to be taken 
to guard the rights of their children. The responsibility for tbe child 
must always be left to the parents, and The Arroy never relieves them 
of it. When an unmarried woman, soon So be a mother, comes for aid, 
she is asked to tell the name of the faiber. This is often a terrible 
struggle, for some of the snost generous and ooblest instincts in tbe wo- 
man's nature lead her to protect the man. She is reasoned with. It is 
pointed out to her that for tbe sake of the child she must, in order 
that the child may receive she father's aid. and in ibe end she does. 

A Hospital is provided for these mothers, a Hcspiial where the fits 
of body and of soul are equally iare<] for. Many and many a woman 
comes in hard, uurepentant. letter Few leave in ibis niestd. They are 
seized hold of at fiie most issr-i'csii&sable somen* in tbeir womanhood, 
and seized for seed. They are sbown hour they ean readjust their Jives, 
and rise aliove their faii. and many of ihpai do.

Harris bad a great love for fishing 
jn a creek that ran near hir. home.

Jimmy was one of a family of ten 
children, who, bereaved of their 
parents when the eldest child was 
only Just in his teens, were scatter- 
ed far and wide. Jimmy wont to 
work on a farm. There he learned 
name of the ways of the world iron] 
the farm hands, with wham lie also 
quite frequently appeared at con- 
certs in small towns. 

After two years In the country, he 
went to .1 town 10 work in a mine. 
In Ihla (own lie saw The Salvation 
Array. They were BlngiiiK, "We are 
oat on the ocean sailing," a souk 
which took hold of Jim Harris. He 
went to The Army Hall, hut hesitat- 
ed to cuter. The Captain came along 
just then, and taking lilm by the legs, 
carried tli'ii alofi into the Hal!.

Shortly after his arrival 
be received from tiie Editor, a com- 
munication, begging i he favour of un 
interview for the benefit of the War 
Cry readers.

In the all-toobilef Interval, the 
Foreign Secretary has made an ex- 
hauutive Inspection of Territorial 
affairs, and Imiirtssed tlie Heads of 
Departments with his comprehensive 
and exact knowledge of matters con- 
nected with The Army in Canada;

"Thank God for that, Commission- 
er, How are The General'? eyes?" 

"Well, aa you know, The Oeneral 
has lost ono eye, while tho vision 
ot bis remaining eye Is partially ob- 
scured by a cataract. He ran n;>i 
read very well, rt is hoped, how- 
ever, that when the cataract is 
'ripe,' that it will be possible to re- 
move It. and restore The General's 
sight.

As you may readily imagine, the 
length of The Generals career, and 
the historic Interest that is attached 
to It. have caiiFed an immense ac- 
rruniulatlon of biographical daia. a 
lot ot work has been done, but a 
creat deal mon> remains to be don? 
before the book can be published. 

"(low about the Chief of the Staff, 
Commissioner?" 

*Wc should like to see him mote 
robust. Voci know, he, to a degree, 
broke down 1ar( war— he had been 
overdoing it, and before be had time 
to get fully restored. The General's 
borrow came about, and sis you can 
readily understand, that meant an 
enormous amount of anxiety to the 
Chief; which has, naiurally, retarded 
his recovery. We are hoping, how- 
ever, that ho will speedily recover 
all bis old form." 

Can you tell us anything about 
your visit to America. Commissioner. 
Hovr Is the Commander?" 

"She Is much better, I am happy 
to say. I had a sntendid day with 
our comrades in Chicago, last Sun- 
day.

The Bays Like Maple Sirup. 




^ N those old aln 

ihat had a iilcture lypl- 
ca] of the season nbove 
every month's calendar, 

scene in the sugar 

grove was sometimes used for Miirc.li. 
Surely nothing more suitable could 
\vt found, for maple-sugar making is 
as much a part of Hpring as , the 
swelling buds and the first flowers, 
ftaya Collier's Weekly. Boyhood in 
the country spring with maplc-HUKur 
^vqulU seem a poor thing Indeed. 

Maple-sugar is not a staple pro- 
duct like corn or wheat, and Its pro- 
duction is ,a slde-lsKiie of general 
farming. There are, to be Hitre, sonic 
"aueai cuiups" where it is made on 
a large scale, but these are the ex- 
ception. The real source of uupnly 
Is from the thousands upon thous- 
ands of small forms. One prrcat 
drawback 'to the Industry Ilea In the 
fact that the rather expensive equip- 
ment must stand Idle nearly nil the 
year, for the sugar season lasts but 
a Tew weeks at the most^ and may 
even be nil ov.»r in tea or flfteea duys 
from Hie ilmu operations are com- 
menced. 

Maple-sugar Is simply the concen- 
trated up of tile common rock or 
flugur nunle. 12vups'ution of the 
eai> is all Hint Is necessary. No 
chemicals nre used and nothing is 
added '-xeeut a little sweet milk to 
clarify ihe sirup, and even this Is 
now thought unnecessary. The sugar 
season , opcaa w-lib (lie flrut real 
Hpring , weather, which may occur at 
any (fine from the lnt of March to 
t'be' lnl of April, and ends before the 
budB! Of the trees start growing, us 
tbip gives the slrttp an unpleasant. 
"buddy" tame. 

To secure the sap, bolen about half 
an Inch In diameter und a cotiplp of 
Inches. deep me bored Into the trunk 
of ,,th.<;, maple, and Into these ure 
<lrfvelt short metal bpoiuh. from 
wliicli ihe sap drips Into a tin 
bucket hung below, Mcdluiu-Hlwd 
trees usually have two spouts ■ a few 
fitchew apart, over u single buckel. 
Small trees are given but a Hlnirb- 
«J)f»Ut u ;-.w!ille very large ones; mav 
Ji^ye^ several buckets. The flow or

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the day, the sap flow Is checked uutil 
warmer weather. Bright sunny days 
with a decided freeze at night make 
Ideal weather for sugar-making. 

The sap-gatherer make* the round 
of the woods will] a team and bob- 
sled, on which a large tank is mount- 
ed, fnto this the buckets are emptied 
aad the sap drawn to ihe sugar- 
home, which is built at a convenient 
polut in the grove, usually on a hill- 
side. StSrnge tanks am situated 
above the house und the gathering 
tank Id drawn still further up the 
slope, bo that the iap may run 
downward to the storage tanks 
through a pipe or trough. 

Sirup and Sugar. 

Inside the house Is the evaporator, 
a shallow metal pan three w four 
feet wide and tcu or twelve long, 
with a long firebox underneath. The 
sap flows through a pipe from the 
storage tanks iato one end of the 
pun, and then, by means or Interior 
partitions, is made to pursue a tor- 
tuous course back and forth across 
the pan as It works Its way toward 
the other end. impurities rise to (lie 
stir face, and are removed by skim- 
ming, and the sap leaves the pan as 
a thick, clear sirup. 

Many makers prefer to have ibis 
ulrup a little thinner than the finish- 
ed produce, and complete the evap- 
oration In a smaller and deeper pan 
over the kitchen ransse. The densltv 
of the sirup Is tested by a hydro- 
meter, a hollow glass tube weighted 
■tit the lower ead so that It floats 
at a mnrked height when the right 
thickness Is reached. The sirup Is 
marketed in (In can* holding a gal- 
lon, which sell at 51 to $1.2.'. each. 
If sugar Is to be made, the evapora- 
tion Is carried on further, until a 
tested sample will tinrden Into sugar 
properly, iben It Is jjoured into 
moulds, where it granulates la solid 
cakes, In which form it Is marketed 
nt twelve to fifteen cents a uouud.

Often the " sap must 
he gathered in toe midst of a March 
blizzard or In &■ chilling; April rain. 
When a sowl "nts" ss on,. even dark- 
ness brings do rest to the weary 
worRcrs, for the evaporator has to 
be . kept going night aad day uaiii 
the flow slackens. The sap, under 
favourable conditions can be kept 
two or three days before boiling, but 
only at the expense o£ coJotir and 
quality in the producL 

As might be expected from the 
conditions under which they are pro- 
duced, the quality or «iiaple sugar 
and sirup differs widely. While the 
skill and care of the maker are the 
preatest factors affecting " quality. 
i hey are by no tueasts the only ones, 
jis the location of .the sugar-grove 
and ihe lime or .season are both im- 
por:ant. Even in the hands of the 
spine maker, two "'fiiigar-Jstisaes" c:» 
a(ljo = nin? farms may show a wide 
difference in the quality of their pro- 
duel. 

The finest sugar is produce,! psr!;.- 
in the season, that made later being 
regarded as slightly inferior in qual- 
ity. That made* by slqvealy meth- 
ods, or from si ale or ""buddy" sap 
with :in occasional burnt lot for var- 
iety, is almost sure to be dark col- 
oured and may range anywhere from 
mere poor flavoured down 10 "stuff" 
that is really unfit, for use. Tbe 
*'!2ar of fifty years agu injik-d in 
huge open Vettles, had a dark "rich" 
colour, and to-day the city consumer 
is apt to suspect adulteration when 
his grocer offers Issoi a very ligbi- 
coloiireil u.'aj.-je-iugar- As a matter 
of tact, it is'ranoU more likely to l>e 
Ihe pure product of an esceptiocally 
skilful and careful maker. 

A few figures from a typical farm. 
one a iiitie larger tfeaa tSe average.
